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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Soldiers’  Reading  Room  are 
looking  forward  with  pleasure,  to  re-opening  the  doors 
of  their  Institution  on  the  13th  day  of  October  next, 
being  their  first  anniversary,  with  a  hearty  welcome  to 
the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  whom  Providence  has 
placed  in  our  midst.  Before  again  commencing  our 
operations,  we  feel  it  due  to  our  former  patrons,  that 
they  should  be  acquainted  with  our  past  workings,  and 
of  the  disbursement  of  the  funds  collected. 

One  year  ago,  the  need  of  a  Soldiers’  Reading  Room 
suggested  itself  to  one  who  felt  a  deep  interest  in  the 
temporal,  and  spiritual  welfare  of  our  soldiers.  A  few 
persons  met  together  to  discuss  the  practicability  of  the 
movement,  when  it  was  unanimously  resolved  forthwith 
to  start  the  enterprise. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Tenbrook  cheerfully  tendered  us,  free  of 
charge,  for  six  months,  the  use  of  the  building  we  now 
occupy,  which,  being  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  was 
thoroughly  repaired  under  the  voluntary  superintend¬ 
ence  of  Mr.  A.  Doan,  builder.  Messrs.  Penny  &  Klair, 
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Wm.  II.  French,  with  several  of  their  workmen,  after 
having  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day,  employed 
their  evening  hours  in  its  renovation.  A  large  number 
of  books  and  periodicals  were  donated,  and  on  the  eve¬ 
ning  of  the  13th  of  October,  1862,  the  doors  of  the  In¬ 
stitution  were  thrown  open  to  our  friends,  when  public 
addresses  were  delivered  by  several  clergymen,  and  the 
blessing  of  Heaven  invoked  on  the  undertaking.  Crowds 
of  soldiers  met  daily,  and  spent  their  time  in  reading, 
conversation,  and  innocent  games.  Musical  and  other 
entertainments  were  provided  for  their  enjoyment,  and 
nothing  was  left  undone,  that  would  contribute  to  their 
gratification. 

The  building  had  been  opened  but  a  very  short  time, 
when  our  accommodations  were  found  to  be  too  con¬ 
tracted,  and  the  necessity  of  an  addition  made  apparent. 

Our  President  interested  Mr.  John  McArthur,  in  our 
behalf,  who  erected,  entirely  free  of  charge  to  the 
Institution,  the  improvement  in  the  rear.  This  we  first 
intended  as  a  Smoking  Room  •  but  as  many  of  the 
soldiers  came  from  distant  hospitals,  with  passes  to  last 
the  entire  day,  and  without  any  opportunity  of  pro¬ 
curing  their  dinner,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  appro¬ 
priate  the  rear  building  as  a  Dining  Room  and  Kitchen. 
On  account  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  soldiers,  the 
surgeons  in  charge  of  the  various  hospitals,  were  con¬ 
sulted  in  regard  to  the  bill  of  fare,  which  met  their  ap¬ 
proval.  We  were  then  able  to  furnish  a  comfortable 
meal  to  those  who  had  money,  for  the  moderate 
price  of  five  cents,  and  gratuitously  to  those  without 
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funds.  The  account  herewith  annexed,  will  show  how 
many  thus  partook  of  our  hospitality. 

The  funds  donated,  were  used  with  strict  economy 
and  prudence,  and  exclusively  for  the  soldiers;  on  one 
occasion,  when  a  prominent  army  officer  was  honored 
with  a  public  reception,  the  collation  was  furnished  by 
special  contributions,  and  did  not  come  out  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury. 

The  Library  now  numbers  1900  bound  books,  besides 
a  large  collection  of  pamphlets  and  periodicals.  We 
have  also  had  contributions  of  most  of  the  pictorial,  and 
several  of  the  daily  papers  of  our  own  city,  as  well  as 
exchanges  from  the  Northern  border  States,  and  some 
from  interior  towns  in  those  States,  giving  many  of  the 
soldiers  local  news  rfrom  their  distant  homes,  which 
only  those  separated  from  home  can  appreciate. 

One  incident  needs  special  attention.  The  children 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  Ninth  District  becoming  in¬ 
terested  in  the  movement,  held  a  Fair  for  several  days 
in  Concert  Hall,  Chestnut  Street,  and  realized  the  hand¬ 
some  sum  of  §875,  which  was  handed  over  to  the  Trea¬ 
surer  by  Win.  Gray  Stille,  Tobias  M.  Huber,  John  L. 
Young,  and  Richard  Ludlow,  Directors  of  said  School 
District,  to  whom  great  praise  is  due  for  the  time  and  la¬ 
bour  they  bestowed  upon  this  effort  of  the  children. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  univer¬ 
sal  manly  behaviour  of  every  soldier  who  visited  our 
rooms.  They  fully  appreciated  our  efforts  to  interest 
them,  and  will  carry  back  to  their  camps,  and  discharged 
soldiers  to  their  distant  homes,  pleasant  memories  of 


Philadelphia,  and  hearts  full  of  gratitude  for  the  means 
used  for  their  enjoyment. 

While  exerting  ourselves  in  every  way  in  temporal 
matters,  we  endeavored  to  surround  them  with  Christian 
influences, — endeavoring  to  bring  home  to  them  indivi¬ 
dually,  the  paramount  duty  of  fighting  under  Christ’s 
banner  against  sin,  the  world,  and  the  Devil,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  his  soldiers  and  servants  unto  their  life’s  end. 
We  have  reason  to  hope,  that  our  efforts  in  this  respect, 
were  greatly  blessed. 

The  Managers  also  feel  truly  grateful  to  the  clergy¬ 
men  who  gave  weekly  lectures  in  the  Reading  Room,  on 
religious  and  secular  subjects — to  Mr.  James  E.  Mur¬ 
doch,  for  his  public  reading — to  Mr.  Hartman,  for  his 
concert — to  Signor  Blitz,  and  to  all  who  assisted  in 
giving  pleasure  to  our  members — to  the  Misses  Mehaffy, 
Misses  Huey,  Misses  Sixte,  Miss  Summers,  Miss  Shain,  i 
and  Miss  Chadwick,  for  271  volumes,  presented  through 
Mr.  John  L.  Young,  the  proceeds  of  a  private  Fair — and 
to  all  of  our  late  patrons,  for  their  generous  liberality, 
which  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  good  work. 

We  are  about  entering  upon  the  duties  of  another 
fall  and  winter.  We  will  go  to  our  work  again  with  in¬ 
creased  earnestness,  and  we  hope  for  a  continuation  of 
your  generous  sympathy. 

Fathers,  mothers,  brothers,  and  sisters,  who  have 
had  loved  ones  languishing  in  distant  hospitals,  among  : 
strangers,  think  how  similar  privileges  would  have 
cheered  their  loneliness;  and  as  they  remain  green  in 
your  memories,  do  all  in  your  power  for  those  in  our 
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midst  who  are  also  separated  from  their  dear  ones,  and 
whose  pathway  we  can  make  joyous.  Many  who  will 
frequent  our  rooms  this  winter,  will  be  those  wounded 
at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg.  As  this  little  report  comes 
before  you,  think  what  gratitude  is  due  these  noble 
and  suffering  men.  Your  happy  firesides  and  peaceful 
homes  are,  in  a  great  measure,  owing  to  the  blow  which 
the  rebels  received  at  the  above  memorable  place.  Your 
protectors  are  among  you,  with  constitutions  weakened 
by  disease  and  wounds,  many  of  them  with  the  loss  of 
an  arm  or  leg,  and  we  ask, — Will  you  not  show  your  ap¬ 
preciation  of  their  services,  by  contributing  to  our  Read¬ 
ing  Room  according  to  the  ability  wherewith  God  has 
blessed  you,  which  will  enable  them  to  spend  many 
happy  hours  during  the  coming  fall  and  winter,  which 
would  otherwise  be  sad  and  dreary?
